Meeting Summary 

 
Working Group Reports and Discussions  A NebraskaMAP Technical Committee met on September 26

th
 and 

discussed topics on hosting, platforms, data and web services. The Street Centerline Address Working Group met on 
September 19th.  The new Map 21 Highway Bill was presented and discussed. A future webinar with Ohio will be 
scheduled to learn about their street centerline project.  The group had a brainstorming session about the business plan 
and went over some action items that were brought forward from the July 12th meeting. The Land Records Working 
Group met on September 21

st
.  Discussion focused on data sets and proposed data model.  A test of a subset of the 

refined model will be tested on 6 eastern Nebraska counties.  The Working Group will be gathering data from the 
counties and will work the data sets into the proposed model.  The Working Group will not meet until the workshop is 
done.  The Imagery Working Group discussed the following: Develop minimum imagery specifications for projects 
funded with state funds; Compile other statewide imagery program specifications; Begin modeling framework for state-
managed imagery program; Bing 1-ft imagery available across Nebraska (use at your own risk); and image caching 
processes being actively worked on by Douglas County. The Elevation Working Group is just getting started. The Dept. 
of Natural Resources agency has been working on the LiDAR Business Case and will contribute as much time as they 
can to the project.

Updates from Member Agencies  Various updates were provided by agencies and are included in these minutes. 
 
Membership and Officer Nomination Committee Mr. Mullen’s vacancy for the Omaha metro seat will be fulfilled bu his 
replacement Greg Youell to the end of term. For the Member At Large seat, Pat Larson, Grand Island was 
recommended for further  For members at large vacancies, a slate of recommendations were reviewed and discussed 
on eligibility and needs for the Council. Based on criteria established through the charter and additional needs of the 
Council that are not currently being met, there is a strong need for regional and western representation of the state, 
particularly someone in a rural county capacity. One candidate declined due to not being available for meetings. The 
nomination committee has recommended Pat Larson as a new At-large member to be further recommended to the NITC 
board.

Street Centerline-Address Database – Rose Braun.  The Street Centerline Working Group met on 
September 19th.  Member present were Elliot Wood, Sue Vanicek, Jim Koch, Rob Christiansen, Jim 
Langtry, Nathan Watermeier, John Stavick and Rose Braun.  Conference Call Participants were Eric 
Herbert, Pat Larson, Michael Niedermeyer, Ge Lin, and Nikki Nienhueser.  Mr. Watermeier gave a 
report from the September 9-13 NSGIC meeting.  The new Map 21 Highway Bill was a topic at NSGIC 
and Mr. Watermeier wanted to make sure we were aware of the new requirements.  Mr. Watermeier will 
contact Ohio to set up a webinar about their street centerline project.  The group had a brainstorming 
session about the business plan and went over some action items that were brought forward from the 
July 12th meeting.  The next meeting will be set after Mr. Watermeier contacts Ohio for dates they are 
available.  The proposed October 9th meeting will be cancelled. 
 
Land Records (renamed from Cadastral/Property Parcel) – Eric Herbert.  The Working Group met

Mr. Watermeier informed the Working Group about a product that the 
states of Idaho and Montana are using for their land records. 
 
Imagery – Mike Schonlau.  Mr. Schonlau was not present to report.  Mr. McReynolds provided the 
update.

Kim Menke was 
present and apologized for leaving the report in her office.  She reported that the Working Group is very 
interested in recruiting more members.  Currently most of the members are from DNR.  The agency has 
been working on the LIDAR Business Case and will contribute as much time as they can to the project.
